RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 28th June, 1990 

No. l-iOi88-C>I(AC).—In pursuance of the direc¬ 
tions of the SciiUfmc Court in Writ Petition (CITL) 
No. 1171 j 1982, the Central Government have de¬ 
cided to .set up a Central Adoption Resource Ai;cncy 
to act a.s a clearing house of information in regard to 
children available for in-country adoption and inter- 
country adoptio.i and to regulate, monitor and deve¬ 
lop programmes for the rehabilitation of children 
through adoption’guardianship. The Constitution and 
functions of Central Adoption Resource Agency are 
as follows :— 

CONSTITUTION. FUNCTIONS, ETC., 
OF THE CENTRAL ADOPTION RE¬ 
SOURCE AGENCY 

2. The Head Ouarters of the Central Adoption 
Resource Agency shall be in New Delhi. The Central 
Adoption Resource Agency shall be administered by 
a Committee nominated by the Central Government. 
The Committee shall be composed of the follovring :- 

(1) Joint Secretary, Ministry of 

Welfare (Department of 

Welfare) . . Chairperson 

(2) A Representative of 

Department of Women & Child 
Development .. Member 

(3) A Representative of 
MinisTry of External Affairs 

(L&T Division) ... Member 

(4) Four pcisons known for their 
work in the field of 

child welfare ... Members 

(5) Secretary, Central Adoption 

Resource Agency. . . Member- Secretai'y. 
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3. The I'uiicl'i-n^ of ilie Central Adoption Resoiirec 
Agency shall be iollovv:-! :—■ 

(1) to act as a, clearing house of inforniation in 
regard to chiklieii available for inter- 
country adoption a,s svell as for in-couiriry 
a.doiViion; 

(.2) to receis'c applications of foreigners desir¬ 
ous of taking Tndian children in adoption 
through the recognised soc'al or child 
welfare agency in the fo'rcign country or 
through an organisation owned nr opcralcd 
by the Oovc'rnnient in that country, 

(.3) to forward applicalions of foreigner, desir¬ 
ous of taking Tndian children in adoption 
to one of the Indian Social or child welfare 
agencies recognised by the Central Go¬ 
vernment for processing applications of 
foreign adoptive j'larents in the Competent 
Couil: 

(4) to receive names and particulars of children 
available for adoption who arc under the 
care of Jnehan social or child welfare agen¬ 
cies lecogoiscd by the Central Government 
and ;o maintain a re'gister conl'daing 
names and other particulars irf such child¬ 
ren; 

(5) to receive iicriodical data from all Indian 
siicial or ch'ld welfare agencies recogmsed 
by the Central Government about the 
ehildien adinilted to their Children’s Home 
in a pioforma prescribed by the Cmilral 
Government: 

(C) to monifer and regulate the workinq; .4' 
Tndian social or child welfare agencies 
recogni‘ed by the Central Government; 

f7) to inspect Tndian Social or Child Welfare 
agencies recognised by the Central Govern¬ 
ment and to report to the Govornnieid on 
the v.nrking of sudi agencies; 

(8) to call for annual audited stalcmends of 
account fiom Indian social or child welfare 
agencies reeogiiibcd by the Central Govern¬ 
ment; 

(9) to loccive data from Competent Courts 
about children whose guardiansinp has 
been rovarded in favour of foreign pareids 
andjor who have been adopted by fridi:in 
nationals, both residents and non-residents; 

(10) to send periodical data to India's I'fiplo- 
matic Missions abroad in a proforma pres¬ 
cribed by the Central Government in res¬ 
pect of Indian children taken abroad; 

(11) to receive pcivodical report in a proforma 
prescribed by the Ministiw of Welfare f:o:n 
all recognised social or child welfare agen¬ 
cies in foreign countries through India’s 
Diplomatic Missions in the country where 
such agency is located; 


(12) to obtain periodical progress reports of 
children from foreign adoptive patents as 
well as from rceogniced social or child 
welfarn agencies in foreign countries, to 
examine si.eli reports and to take sncIi 
follow u)/ aclion as deemed necessity, 

(13) to oreanisc and arrange periodical meetings 
of V't'hmlary Co-ordimding Agencies vver- 
king in the tlcld of adoption for discussing 
matters of euiumon interesl; 

(14) to arrange sponsttrship of cliiidren through 
eomiiumu^ support by means of pulilicity 
and awai'ei'.css programmes; 

(15) to mohilisj community opinion and coni- 
inunity ireourecs in furtherance of adop¬ 
tion of children in the country ifsedf and 
to take ail other measures for the promo¬ 
tion of in-eountiy adoption of children as 
well as welfare of children generally; 

(16) to arrange training programmes for social 
workers and others engaged in ehiUl wel¬ 
fare activity specially in the rchabiUfaticn 
of child:en by moans of adoption, and rdso 
to bring about standardisation of training 
courses cunducled by the voUmlary agen¬ 
cies; 

(.17) to initiuti.' action on any other activity rela¬ 
ted t •) adoption of children within the 
counir'/ and abroad. 

4. The Central Ciovernment may set un a few' 
branches of the Central Adoption Resource Agency 
at such places a, may be considered appropriate. 

5. Subject to such rules as may be made by the 
Central Government in (his behalf, the Central 
Government may appoint a Secretary and such other 
employees as it considers necessary for the cflicionE 
)jeTformancL' of the functions of the agency under 
this Resolution. The terms and conrlitions of the 
services of the employee shall be such as may he 
determined by lulc.s to be made by the Central 
Government in Ilfs behalf. 

6. The Central Government may pay to the Cen¬ 
tral Adoption Resource Agency such sums of money 
as considered m'eessary for the ixuformancc of Its 
functions under thk Resolution. 

7. The Aeeomils of the Central Adoption Re¬ 
source Agency shaU be maintained and audited in 
such manner as may. in consultation with Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General of India, be specitied by 
the Central Government. 

8. The Central Adoption Resource Agency shall, 
subject to the appuwal of the Central Government, 
frame its veguLiiioiis and byelaws for dischar^ging its 
functions in consonance with its aims and objectives. 

9. The Central Adoption Rc.source Agency shall 
prepare an Annua! Report on its working and .shall 
submit it to the Government of India in the Minis¬ 
try of Welfare, 
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
